Czar is preparing to call a National 
assembly for the purpose of advi-sing 
on the question of peace and the for- 
mation of a 
representative govern- 


ment, it is obvious that this, would be 
the wise thing to do, and also 
that 


such action should be taken without 
delay. The Czar and the bureaucrats 
have proscratinated until they 
have 


brought the greatest possible humilia- 
tion upon Russia. They bad sufficient 
warning of the fate that was likely to 
overtake Rojestvensky's fleet in the 
prior experiences of the war. 


If good judgment had been shown 


by those in charge of the Russian gov- 
ernment they would have permitted 
negotiation for peace to be begun some 
weeks ago, when Rojestvensky was in- 
tact and Oyama was not prepared to 
advance upon Linievitch. 
The .Tapa 


nese government aware of the difficult 
position in which it would be placed 
if its fleet suffered a defeat, or even a 
serious reverse, would have hearkened 


. to terms of accommodation it will now 


reject. But the Czar, egged on by the 


' leaders of the war party, persisted in 


sending Rojestvensky, his 
men and 


ships to inglorious defeat and destruc- 
tion. 
I Notwithstanding all that has hap 
pened, there are reports that there are 
still those in Russia who desire to 
continue the war and to delay peace 
negotiations. If they have their own 
"Way for any considerable time it is 
easy /to see what will happen. Oyama 
T^jll /defeat and probably dedstroy or 
wipj/ire the army of Linievitch, and 
Vladivostok will be besieged and cap 
tured." ^Another great defeat for the 
Russian army in Manchuria will en- 
able the Japanese to insist upon any 
terms they may desire to propose. If 
there is a shred of common sense in 
the Czar's composition 
he 
will 
no 


longer delay taking measures to secure 
peace. 


It is now reported 
that 
the Jap 


anese are getting ready to attack the 
island of Saghalien, and also to be 
siege Vladivostok. 
Both reports are 


likely to 
be true. 
Saghalien 
will 


doubtless fall an easy prey to any suf 
ficient Japanese force that may be 
sent against it. Until a few years ago 
it belonged to Japan, and she will be 
but coming into her own again if she 
captures it. Russia has used it for a 
penal station, and its loss will not be 
of much account. Still, its 
capture 


-would be keenly felt as the first sue 
cess of the Japanese attained tipon 
purely Russian soil in 
the 
preseni 


war. In order to take Vladivostok op 
erations by both land and sea 
wil 


be necessary. The former will require

Quits Position on State Journal 


To Become Editor of Newark 


American-Tribune. 


Washington, June 5.—The rather un- 
elcome news reached the navy de- 
artment Saturday from Rear Admiral 
Yam at Manila that thf three Russian 
rotected cruisers, Auroia, Gleg and 
emtchug, had been picked up by him 
ff L'ngayen gulf in a partially dis- 
bled condition and taken to Manila. 
"he news was unwelcome to this gov- 
rnrnent for the reason that it is fear- 
d there will be trouble over the dis- 
K)-.nion to be made ot the vessels 
vhen (he war is over, involving the 
•nited States in controversy eithei 
with Japan or Russia. 


It is felt here that the vessels, which 
eem to have been badly damaged ir> 
he fight in the straits ot" Korea before 
hey fled to the south, will be unable 
o leave Manila within the time fixed 


the neutrality regulations, and will 


herefoie be interned there by this gov- 
•rnment until the "war i-= over. 


It is already known to be the pur- 


pose of Japan to demand the surren- 
er to her when hostilities cease of all 
Russian vessels that sought refuge 
rom her fleets in neutral ports during 
he war. This demand H likely to lead 
o a long and bitter controversy with 
lossible disagreeable consequences 1.0 
11 the powers involved in it. 
The question of the disposition of 
uch vessels is practically a new one 
and will have to be threshed out by 
irolonged negotiations, which will be 
subsidiary to direct negotiations for 
peace, but more or less co'nnected with 
:he latter. The United States would 
be glad to have escaped being mixed 
up in the matter, but the arrival of the 
Russian vessels at Manila seems to 
make it certain we will be.

exhaustion and in convalescence 
of 


seriously ill persons, says the Chicago 
Tribune. 


One gram of the antitoxin, taken in 


'our doses, has added three fifths to 
he strength of a young woman gym- 
nast. 


The discovery, which 
is 
declared 


revolutionary by the scientific world, 
has been the cause of some interesting 
ixperiments in raising and decreasing 
he strength of animals. 


First, the eminent Berlin specialist 


took a guinea pig and drew it back- 
ward, resisting desperately, along 
a 


rough carpet, until it was so tired 
that it could no longer resist. Then 
stimulants were 
administered, 
both 


iquid and electricity, and the process 
-epeated until the strength and resist 
ng power of the animal was totally 
destroyed. 
Then the 
animal 
was 


killed, and immediately after death the 
:oxin (poison) was obtained from the 
crushed muscles.^ 


The toxin, in the form of unstable 


srown scales, was afterward injected 
into other guinea pigs, that immedi- 
ately became exhausted, utter exhaus- 
tion and death resulting in 24 hours. 
The animals were actually "tired 
to 


death" by the poison from the muscles 
of their exhausted fellow. 


The antitoxin was procured in the 


regular way, by injecting the toxin in 
to the veins of horses, as diphtheria 
antitoxin is secured. 
The antitoxin, 


when dried, forms permanent scales 
and is stored strength, and the scales 
retain their activity for months. It is 
readily taken up by the stomach, but 
is 
usually administered 
hypoder 


mically. 


By a long series of experiments with 


rabbits, guinea pigs, and other ani 
mals Dr. Weichardt discovered that 
one part of the antitoxin renders 100 
parts of the toxin harmless. A guinea 
pig, utterly exhausted, was 
restored 


within a few seconds to normal condi 
tion by injection of the antitoxin.

Dr. A. H. Lathrop, pas- 
tor of Centenary church, was chosen 
to preach the sermon, and notwith- 
standing the inclemency of the weath- 
er a large audience heard his eloquent 
address, filled with thoughts of inspira- 
tion an advice for all. He chose for. 
a theme "The Secret of a Human Life art. In the formative days of Moses, 


ing touch with all that is elemental, 
universal and everlasting in humanity. 
It gave to Moses human sympathy, 
without which life's fund of energy is 
unequal to noble 
achievement 
and 


consumes itself in the fires of selfish 
ambition. We all inherit more or less 
of human sympathy. Let us cultivate 
it. 


A third element entering into the 


greatness of Moses was Religion. He 
was not ashamed to have religion—the 
religion of the Bible; the one solitary 
thing in this world that is master of 
a bad environment and heredity suffi- 
cient to deliver one therefrom. 


Look at one point in the religion 


of Moses—Faith in an Eternal Su- 
preme One. Reverence for God; 
for 
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who goes out into life without rever- 
ence. Some think it a decadent virtue, 
but it is still a bright star in the lives 
of many. 
It shone in 
Moses' con- 


sciousness, and he in whom it does is 
more apt to come to place among his 
fellows. 
See that Religion takes firm 


hold on 
you and that 
Reverence 


crowns all your faculties. 


A fourth element in the greatness 


of Moses 
was 
education—"he 
was 


learned in all the wisdom of the Egypt- 
ians." Egypt was the ancient center 
of learning; the cradle of science and 


that was Great in Words and Deeds," 
and based his thoughts on. the Scrip- 
ture found in Acts VII .22. 


He said in part: These words were 


uttered by Stephen about Moses fifteen 
centuries after his time. 
Moses was 


a man of deeds rather than words. In 
his allusion to Moses, Stephen joins 
"words and deeds,"—and they must be 
kept joined in life if it is to rise to 
power. 


We like to hear a man talk who does 


things. Moses was a doer, so it was 
said of him, his "words distil like 
dew." 


Moses eclipsed his contemporaries. 


For thirty-five centuries his fame has 
filled the earth with a perspective in- 
creasing with 
the 
receding 
years. 


Sweeping the whole horizon of time, 
his genius stands out in conspicuous 
and massive greatness. 
He emanci- 


pated millions — made them a nation 
—led them to the gateway of a coun- 
try — gave 
them 
a civil constitu- 


tion and a religion with a moral code 
that answers to the law of God en- 
graved on the heart of universal man. 
He made history and wrote history. 


Since the life of Moses shows the 


common properties that 
enter 
into 


every other human life, we may study 
him to advantage to find the secret of 
his greatness. Its procuring elements 
are easily discerned. 


We will mention a few, and first 


"Self Mastery. 
Moses 
was "meek"— 


which declares hy implication that he 
subjected his powers to the dictates 
of the -higher reason,, as does pupil to 
teacher. He nevertheless had a tre- 
mendous battery of lightening in his 
soul, but only twice did it seriously 
escape its insulations,—once througn 
his fist, when he smote the Egptian; 
and again through his tongue, when 
he cursed instead of blessing. Both of 
these outbursts were in the nature of 
''slips." 
To be able to control the 


power that surged within him, Moses 
took a long, hard forty year course 
in self discipline. 
He came to com- 


plete self-mastery. He learned to hold 
his tongue in all the languages 
he 


knew, and they were several; to hold 
his temper in the midst of great pro- 
vocation. 
"He that ruleth his own 


spirit is greater than he that taketh 
a city." Self control is life's accum- 
ulator of power. Till one can 
rule 


himself he will not be able to rule 
anythnig else. Practice Self-Control. 


We name as the second cause of the 


greatness 
or 
Moses—Heridity 
We 


must all reckon with that. Back of 
Moses the Bible throws the picture of 
his Mother. His parents were people 
of toil; down near the base of the 
human pyramid, and" you know it is 
in the common people that form the 
base for all true and enduring govern- 
ment.

He wants each to 
bring out the personal 
graces and 


charms that are the individual herit- 
age of one's own being. Let us aim at 
personality and go bravely forth trust- 
ing heaven to establish our way and 
work.

SMART DUCK 


Raised Brood of Chickens and Taught 


Them to Swim, According to the 


Forest and Stream. 


I have seen things that astonished 


me as much as that would, says For- 
est and Stream. I have seen a pet 
duck raise a brood of chickens, and 
before they were two weeks old she 
had them well versed 
in cluck lan- 


guage, and had taught them to swim. 
The reason that I have for believing 
that they understood duck language 
is this: That if a hawk or a crow flew 
near she would give one harsh quack 
and every one of the chicks would scud 
into the weeds, and after the 0 anger 
was past she would give five or six 
gentle quacks and 
out they 
would 


come, without the least appearance of 
fear. 


But the greatest performance was 


the way she impressed 
it on their 


minds that it was time that they 
learned to swim. One foggy, cold morn- 
ing, early in the spring, when they 
were about a week old, I heard her us- 
ing some of the worst duck language 
that I ever heard and the chicks were 
yelling all kinds of bloody murder. I 
ran out to learn what was the trouble, 
and there she was at the edge of the 
water, grabbing the chicks in 
her 


mouth and throwing them in the river, 
and they were scrambling out so fast 
that she never had more than half of 
the brood in the water at one time. I 
knew that the water and the weather 
were so cold that she would have 
them so chilled in a short 
time that 


they would all die, so I shut her up in 
the coop and kept her there for sev- 
eral days. 


When I again let her out sho took 


the chicks to the water and gave them 
another lesson in swimming, and she 
repeated this several time.s a day, ami 
in three or four days she hnd them P<1- 
ucaterl so that when she would go inro 
the water and call to them to corne 
along they did :-o without hesitation. 
She apparently had sense enough not 
to keep them in the water long at a 
time, and that I call reasoning, for u 
certainly was not iiibtiiiCL.

been set. They will go to London aud 
from there will sail for Mombasa, 
East African protectorate, where the 
native contingent of the party will be 
engaged. 
Mombasa is only a few 


miles south of the equator, and the 
members of the expedition will move 
due west into the interior and will 
conduct their researches and their 
shooting uuder trying climatic condi- 
tions. It is in this section, however, 
that the big game which is sought still 
abounds. A special effort will be made 
to kill giraffes, rhinoceroses, lions and 
African leopards. 


The path of the hunt probably will 


lie through Masuilaud, south of the 
Victoria Xyauza, toward Lake Tagan- 
yika. The party's course and the field 
of its collecting will He south of those 
of the late Field museum expedition, 
conducted by Professor JJ. G. Elliot 
eight years ago. That expedition en- 
countered great hardships, due to heat, 
la.ck of water and danger from, the na- 
tives and from wild animals. It waa 
necessary to take along an armed 
force of sixty men as protection from 
the attacks of the tribes of the interior. 
The forthcoming expedition probably 
will be guarded in a similar manner. 


Carl E. Akely, who will lead the par- 


ty now forming, nearly lost his life on 
the former exp'''l!tion in a fight with a 
leopard. The beast was slightly wound- 
ed, nnd on the approach of Mr. Akely 
it sprang at him and bore him to the 
ground. He fought with it and suc- 
ceeded in killing it, but only after he 
had been badly injured in the eucouU' 
ter. 


The heat of the climate was such 


that Professor Elliot's health was un- 
dermined, and for this reason the sci- 
entist cdiiuot be a member of the com- 
ing expedition. 
Vernon Shaw Ken- 


nedy, who will accompany the expedi- 
tion, is not connected with the Field 
nm.-t-um, but he has hunted big game 
in nearly all countries, doing most of 
his shooting fur the eurichmeut of sci- 
entific institutions. 


Speaking of the forthcoming expe- 


dition, Mr. Kennedy said: ''It should 
be understood that the African trip is 
nut fur the pnrpose-'of sport. It is to 
be conducted strictly for scientific pur- 
poses, and the animals that we kill 
ttill be used for educational purposes 
in tlie Field museum. "We wish to get 
into the African country, where big 
K,ime is to be found, before the com- 
pletion of railroad lines and the influx 
of gunners scatter or annihilate the 
gieat animals." 


An English scientific expedition is 


being formed for the same purpose as 
that of the Field museum. There Will 
be a rivalry between the two parties in 
the matter of results. It is recognized 
by scientists all over the world that 
befoie long the African field will be iu 
a sense exhausted, ft Is believed, how- 
ever, that there exist in the heart of 
th" continent species of animals and 
bird-; as yet unknown. The real sci'-n- 
titic rualry will come therefore per- 
haps in the line of the discovery of 
uev. forms of life. 


The members of the African expedi- 


tion of tht- Field museum succeeded in 
linditii: and in collecting se\cral hith- 
citn unknown fcpi-cies. A new race of 
lju\vks was found by I'rofcs-or Klbot, 
and in coiuphrjieut to tli»- benefactor of
